US REQUIREMENTS. MOREOVER, YOU MAY NOTE THE FIGURE 
SHOULD*NOT SERVE AS A PRECEDENT FOR PHASE 2 BECAUSE OF THE 
LARGER SIZEOF THE REST OF THE ALLIED FORCE IN THE AREA, 
IMPLYING A HIGHER NORMAL NUMBER OF EXERCISES.
